Eagles fistory 


In the tumultous Sixties — September, 1966 to be exact — asports event took 
place in the city of Everett. Although this sports event was not covered by Howard 
Cosell or written up in Sports Illustrated, it was a most significant happening for 
the youth of our city. On that sunny Sunday afternoon in September, 1966, the 
Eagles took the field to play their very first game of football which happened to be 
against a team from Stoughton, Mass. 

To understand just why this was sucha momentous occasion, you would also 
have to understand the status of ‘Pop Warner” football in Everett at that time. The 
term “Pop Warner” just as the term “Little League” cannot be used by an organiza- 
tion unless franchised by headquarters in Philadelphia and only one of these was 
ordinarily allotted to each city. 

However, our Founder and President, Pete Mangraviti, had other ideas. He 
realized that one franchise wasn’t enough to accommodate the hundreds of young 
boys who wanted to be a part of Pop Warner Football. From that moment on, all his 
energy was directed toward that end. 

Consequently, in 1966 the Eagles played as an Independent team against 
whatever opponents could be found. This included at least three teams from out of 
state and others from as far away as Attleboro and North Attleboro. 

The Eagles’ first Head Coach was Bill Perkins who was one of the original 
founders of Pop Warner Football in the state of Massachusetts. His assistants 
were Rudy Scenna, Bill Pietrantonio, Rick DeVito, and John Mastone. Although not 
still on the same team, Rudy, Rick, and John are still with us today which is a 
tribute to the solidarity of the Eagles staff. It was indeed an honor for us that Bill 
Perkins was chosen the following year to become the head football coach at Pope 
John High School. He is still there today and his fine record speaks for itself. 

By the way, how did the team and the organization get to be called the 
“Eagles”? The answer is simple. Pete Mangraviti, being a graduate of Boston 
College, took this opportunity to introduce the maroon and gold to Everett. 

in 1967 Rudy Scenna was appointed head coach of the Eagles, the position 
which he still holds today. Through all the years Rudy’s contribution to the growth 
and guidance of the Eagles has been truly dedicated and inspirational. Without his 
hard work the Eagles would not be where they are today. Rudy’s assistant coaches 
through the years have been Lou Fritz, Frank Enfanto Sr., Frank Enfanto Jr., Tom 
Bond, Roland Silverio, Paul Enfanto, and Mike DeAngelis. 

That year — 1967 — the Eagles again played as an independent. 

Once more the Eagles tried for entry into the local Pop Warner league. And 
once more the Eagles were refused admittance by these local teams. 

However in 1968 came the breakthrough. The South Shore Midget Football 
Conference accepted the Eagles into their league thanks largely to the efforts of 
our good friends out in Dedham. This was indeed a stroke of good fortune for 
which we will always be grateful. We are proud to be associated with such an 
outstanding group of people. The Conference thought so much of Pete Mangraviti 
and the Eagles that he was elected their Director for a precedent-breaking two 
consecutive terms. = 
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In September, 1969 the Falcons C Team was born. It was coached by Rick and 
Allen DeVito and Fred Allen. For their first game, as some of you might remember, 
these little fellows travelled all the way out to Franklin, Mass. as part of a triple 
header only to reach home in the wee hours of the following morning. They fought 
to a6-6 tie. 

The year 1972 was a banner one for the Eagles Organization for several 
reasons. The Eagles A Team enjoyed an undefeated season in 1972 and also in 
1973 and 1974. In 1972 they won the conference title and entered the Pop Warner 
Little Scholars program. 

“Little Scholars” is a national program whereby a team is ranked not only on 
its won and lost record, but also on each boy’s achievement in school. We are 
proud of the fact that we were ranked number four among all the A teams in the 
entire nation. This is one more instance which explains what Eagles Pride is all 
about. 

Also in 1972 our C Team Owls were established. Their first head coach was 
Paul Caradonna who left us after one year to become a coach in another Pop 
Warner program. The team since then has been ably led by Dick Dell Isola assisted 
by Billy Cardello, Ralph Faia, and Peter Grava. 

This year, 1976, the Owls were entered into the Little Scholars Program. We 
are anxiously awaiting the results. 

In September, 1973 the Falcons became a B Team to be coached by Rick 
DeVito, John Mastone, and John Carpenito. At the same time, our newest C team, 
the Sparhawks, came on the scene. 

If there happens to be one or two of our fans who don’t know what a Sparhawk 
is, here’s what the Encyclopedia says: 

“Sparhawk — a small falcon 9 to 12 inches long, reddish-brown with blue 
wings. When hunting, it hovers over one spot on winnowing wings dropping 
suddenly to make a kill.” 

The head coach of the Sparhawks is Arthur Generazzo who has been assisted 
by Bill Crowley, Frank Ruggiero, Mike Milo, and Jeff Jenkinson. 

Unfortunately in 1976 the Hawks B Team had to be dropped. But next year the 
Hawks will fly again in the form of our brand new D Team. We are looking forward 
to it with great expectations. 

To help you understand what the letters A, B, C, and D stand for in Pop Warner 
football, here is what they mean: 

A Team — Midgets up to 13 yrs old 120 Ib limit 

B Team — Jr.Midgets upto12yrsold 110 Ib. limit 

C Team — PeeWees upto11yrsold 95 Ib. limit 

D Team — Jr. PeeWees upto10yrsold 80 Ib. limit 

In their relatively short history, the Eagles have built a tradition and a repu- 
tation to be proud of. We welcome whatever challenges the future may bring 
hoping and praying always that some measure of EAGLE PRIDE will always follow — 
all our graduates.
